SENATE. 


Sacramento, April 5, 18S0. 
The Senate met in recular sc-tbioa at 10 A. M., 
President Mansfield in the chair. 
Roll called and a quorum piesent. 
The journal oi Saturday was read and approved. 


REPOR1S. 
Mr. J ohnson, from the Committee on Irrigation, 
Water Rights and Drainage, reported hack favorably 
as amended Assembly Bill No. 334—An Act to pro­ 
mote drainage. 
It was ordered to the head of the second reading 
file. 
Mr. S atterw hite presented a minority report 
against the passage oi the bill. 
Mr. Koweli., from the Committee on Hospitals, 
reported back with amendments Assembly Bill No. 
17, and without recommendation; also, from the 
Committee on County and Town Governments, re­ 
ported back favorably Assembly Biil No. 327. 
Mr. Nyk, from the Committee on Judiciary, re­ 
ported progress on the Assembly bill providing an 
additional Superior Judge for Mono county, and the 
Assembly concurrent resolution relative to adjourn­ 
ment sine die. One day further time was granted. 
Mr. Nye, from the Committee on Judiciary, re­ 
potted back Senate Bill No. 174 (Probate Act) with 
the í eeommendation that the Senate concur in ali 
the Assembly amendments, except Nos. 2 and 10 ; 
also, reported back tenate Bill No. 39— to provide 
for prosecutions—with the recommendation that 
the Assemt ly amendments be concurred in.

During the month of March ten mining 
companies disbursed

Francisco aggregating $2S4,100. 
The British ship Victoria Cross, which 
arrived at Queenstown on April 2d, from 
this port, grain-laden, reports that Captain 
Oliver, her commander, died on the voyage 
hence.

There were on April 4th 358 prisoners 
there, against 370 on March 28th.

W hile bound to this port with a cargo of 
coal, the vessel took fire and was aban­ 
doned. 
The hulk floated about in mid­ 
ocean for several weeks, and was finally 
taken in tow and carried to Tahiti, where 
it was sold to A. Crawford, of San Fran­ 
cisco, who sent down material and had her 
rebuilt. 
In the game of base-ball played at the 
Recreation Grounds yesterday, 
between 
the A thletic and San Francisco Clubs, the 
former won by a score of 4 to 1. 
The 
feature of the game was a triple play 
made in the eighth inning by M cDonald of 
the A thletics.

LANGUAGE OF ANIMALS. 


W e only notice in animals cries which 
appear to us inarticulate; \vc only hear the 
constant repetition of the same sounds. 
Besides, it is difficult for us to image to 
ourselves any sustained conversation be­ 
tween beings with a muzzle or a snout. 
Consequently it is generally supposed that 
animals have no language, properly so 
called ; that speech is our peculiar faculty, 
and the exclusive expression of human 
reason. 
W e are too superior to them to 
have any interest in deluding ourselves and 
in shutting our eyes to their advantages ; 
and we ought not to allow ourselves to be 
deceived by an apparent uniformity of 
sound. 
W hen we hear a language spoken 
which we do not know, the sounds appear 
to us very monotonous. 
H abit alone 
teaches us to appreciate the differences, 
and even habit is scarcely sufficient w ith­ 
out some knowledge of the language. 
These differences are still more difficult to 
judge of in the language of animals, from 
the want of sim ilarity between their organs 
and ours, which makes it wholly impossible 
for us to recognize and distinguish their 
accent, expression or inflections. 
Do they 
speak, or not ? 
This question must be re­ 
solved by the solution of two others: HaTe 
they the necessary conditions of speech ? 
Could they w ithout it, do what they do ? 
The only requirements of language are 
connected ideas and the facility of articu­ 
lation. 
W e have proved, and that w ithout 
a shadow of doubt, in the preceding let­ 
ters, that animals feel, compare, judge, 
reflect, conclude, etc ; they have then, in 
respect of connected ideas, all that is re­ 
quired for speech. 
As for the faculty of 
articulation, most of them have nothing in 
their organization which, so far as we can 
judge, forbids it. 
Birds, in other ways so 
widely differing from ourselves, succeed in 
forming articulate sounds precisely the 
same as ours. 
Animals have then, all the 
necessary conditions of language. 
But it 
we closely investigate their actions in de­ 
tail, we perceive further that we cannot 
for an instant deny them the power of 
communicating some at least of their ideas 
to one another, and this by the aid of 
words. 
W e are positive that they never 
fail to distinguish between the cry of ter­ 
ror and that which expresses love. 
Their 
different agitations have different intona­ 
tions which characterize them. 
If tho 
mother, alarmed for the safety of her fam­ 
ily, had but one cry to warn it of its vary­ 
ing dangers, the family would always l>e 
sure to do the same thing when she utters 
the cry. 
But on the contrary, their m ove­ 
ments vary according to circumstances. 
Sam etim esa hasty flight is the consequence 
of the cry of alarm ; at others, conceal­ 
ment ; and at another time, they advance 
to the combat. 
Since, then, the actions 
which follow the mother’s command are 
different, it is impossible to conceive th at 
her language is uniform.—[Ijeroy. 


B a ll-ro o m G ra tb . — There is nothing 
prettier in the em pty grate of a ball-room 
than growing flowers, 
which should be 
placed in the actual grate, and not on the 
hearth, as they are ant to be dragged aw ay 
by the dancers. 
A fern or palm or tw o for 
the background, and hydrangeas or other 
bright-hued blossoms in front, have a good 
effect, filling in the interstices w ith moss. 
If the ball-room is for a Christmas dance, 
nothing looks better than cotton powdered 
with glass or alum, put lightly into the fire­ 
place, with green sprays arranged on it.

CONVICT LABOR. 
In the dehate on the Prison hill on Sat­ 
urday in the Assembly, an amendment was 
adopted to the effect that convict labor 
should not be let out to contractors for less 
than one dollar a day. The new Constitu­ 
tion provides that the contract system 
shall cease in 18S3, but it would have 
probably been wiser to abolish it immedi­ 
ately, since it is very doubtful whether any 
advantageous arrangements can be made 
for so short a period. The fact that under 
the new Constitution the State will have 
to find employment for the convicts does 
not as yet appear to have suggested its 
legitimate implications to the Legislature, 
however. It involves the necessity of large 
appropriations for machinery, and in the first 
place it requires the thinking out of a com­ 
plete system of employment, inasmuch as 
thechange of plans after machinery had been 
purchased would result in great waste 
of the public funds. But before such a 
plan can be framed, those who undertake 
it must 'realize the requirements of the case 
fully. 
Thus it would be a great mistake 
to treat the matter solely from an 
economic point of view, considering 
only how best to secure the largest money 
return on the outlay. The State has certain 
well delined obligations with regard to her 
criminal class, and these obligations are 
intimately connected with her material in­ 
terests. The central problem in all penal 
legislation and systems must be the re­ 
formation of the criminal. W ithout that 
consideration all such legislation is merely 
barbarous. To reform the criminal it is 
first necessary that his habits should be 
changed, and in the next place he must be 
given the means to earn an honest liveli­ 
hood. At this point one of the worst vices 
of the contract system comes into view. 
The labor of the convicts being let out to 
contractors whose sellish interests alone 
control them, there is no motive for teach­ 
ing them trades, but each man is taught to 
do some one thing, and if he learns to do it 
well he is kept at that one detail all the 
time. The result is that the prisoners do 
not learn the trade, and that when they are 
turned out again they are not able to earn 
their own living. 
This fault the State 
cannot afford to imitate. It must so ar­ 
range its system of employment that every* 
convict shall have the opportunity of 
learning a full trade, and this must 
be made the most important con­ 
sideration. 
It 
is 
not 
necessary 
that 
convict 
labor 
should 
return 
a protit in money to the State. That is a 
very superticial and largely mistaken view 
to take of it. W hat is required is that the 
imprisonment of criminals shall be made 
the means of their reclamation from vicious 
hahits, and that by giving them the skill 
to earn an honest living they shall be ena­ 
bled to begin a new life, and be stu ngth- 
encd to resist the temptations th it forced 
idleness too surely breeds. It may not 
pay the State in cash to do this, because 
the necessity of so arranging the employ­ 
ments that all may learn complete trades 
is almost certain to diminish the produc­ 
tive outcome. But it will pay in restoring 
criminals to society with new abilities and 
orderly and wholesome habits, and this is 
the true end and aim of all penal legislation. 
We are of opinion that the Legislature 
would have done well to anticipate the 
changes made necessary by the new Con­ 
stitution, and that it might have laid 
the foundations for the new system of em­ 
ploying convict 1 altor which will so soon 
have to be introduced. 


THE DEBRIS BILL. 


CONGRESS AND THE PRESIDENCY. 
There are indications which suggest the 
desirability of an early adjournment of 
Congress. We refer to the rapidly-grow- 
iag tendency to begin the Presidential can­ 
vass there. Already two or three mem­ 
bers have been accused, and not without 
reason, of making speeches the practical 
purpose of which was to further some fa­ 
vorite “ boom,” and it is evident that if 
this practice once gains a foothold both 
Houses will degenerate into a mob of 
8tump-speakers. The country is certain to 
have enough of the Presidential campaign 
in the natural course, and Congressmen 
may therefore well spare a suffering public 
the infliction of premature eulogies upon 
“ favorite sons,” and so forth. 


The Senate Committee on Irrigation, 
Water Rights and Drainage have reported 
the debris bill back to the Senate favor­ 
ably, recommending but one amendment, 
and the bill has been made the order for 
to-day on its second reading. The amend­ 
ment proposed is to exempt lands which 
are only benefited, but not reclaimed, from 
tire possible tax of §3 an acre. While 
there may not be any reasonable ground 
for opposition to this change in the bill, it 
should be evident that any amendments 
requiring its return to the Assembly, and 
the concurrence of that body, are calcu­ 
lated to delay and so endanger the meas­ 
ure. 
If the Legislature has paid any 
attention to this momentous question it 
must by this time have realized the impor­ 
tance of prompt remedial action regarding 
it. Among the wild and reckless state­ 
ments put forward by those who are fight­ 
ing against all legislation on the subject 
has been the assertion that the expendi­ 
ture of so much money would injure the 
party held responsible for the passage of 
the pending bill. 
This suggestion is 
utterly baseless and absurd. 
We do 
not hesitate to say that the most dam­ 
aging responsibility that could attach to the 
dominant party in this connection would 
be the responsi bility for having defeated the 
measure of Velief upon which the safety of 
the entire Sacramento valley depends to­ 
day. And we assert further that no party 
burdened with such a responsibility could 
hope to obtain the support of the wide 
region now threatened with swift destruc­ 
tion by the mining debris. Members will 
do well to realize the significance of this 
measure, therefore, in more ways than 
one, and if there are any who care more 
for the political consequences of their votes 
than for the principles involved, they may 
as well understand that the denial of jus­ 
tice and relief would not be regarded by 
the victims as a light matter, but that it 
would certainly color and mold their po­ 
litical action in the future. -As to the 
amount of the expenditure called for, it is 
a bagatelle to the extent of the in­ 
terests which are threatened. 
W ith 
what prospect of success could poli­ 
ticians approach the people in the 
coming campaign, and tell them that to 
secure a few hundred thousand dollars they 
had refused to interfere between the entire 
Sacramento valley and ruin ? The ques­ 
tion of expense is in truth irrelevant, for 
the case is one in which the need of relief is 
imperative, and no matter what it costs it 
will have to be extended. Should this 
Legislature fail to do its duty in the mat­ 
ter, the next one will be called on for a 
heavier appropriation, for the evil is cumu­ 
lative, and every year of inaction makes it 
harder to recover. And thus the only re­ 
sult of delay can be to repeat the legend 
of the Cumman Sybil, and to compel 
the State to pay more, with less prospect 
of recouping the outlay.

This valley must be saved. The people 
who have built up Sacramento and Marys­ 
ville, who liavc made their homes and 
reared their children on the plains between 
the mountains and the sea, will not con­ 
sent to be abandoned to destruction. The 
question which has hitherto occupied so 
small a space in men’s minds will grow to 
the front rank among State issuc3 if it is 
not dealt with now, and politicians will 
find that reputations and careers are de­ 
pendent upon the positions taken in regard 
to it. There is no excuse for procrastina­ 
tion. The subject ha3 been fully discussed. 
The nature and extent of the evil to be cured 
are known to all who care to inquire. It 
has been demonstrated that delay is full of 
danger : that it is unjust and inexpedient; 
that it involves the certain destruction 
of valuable property ; that it must make 
the solution of the problem more difficult; 
that it is contrary to reason and 
common sense. 
The Senate therefore is 
under obligations to take this measure up 
and to deal with it in a statesmanlike 
spirit. 
It is now the only chance that re­ 
mains of getting auy thing done this year, 
and experience has shown that it is not 
safe to wait another twelvemonth before 
beginning operations. 
The objections 
which have been raised to the bill are all 
frivolous, petty, prompted by blind selfish­ 
ness or stupid jealousy. There are some 
men so mean that they would rather forego 
a personal benefit than accept it on the con­ 
dition that it should be shared with their 
neighbors ; and not a few of this kind have 
appeared among the opponents of the 
Young bill. 
Lawmakers, however, are 
bound to look above these sordid and ma­ 
licious objections, and should base their 
action upon an enlightened recognition of 
the public requirements. There can be no 
question as to the urgency of this issue. It 
is to-day the overshadowing question, and 
the longer it is neglected the weightier 
will it become. The Republican party 
has now an opportunity to make a fair rec­ 
ord lor itself by doing what is demanded 
by the people. 
There need be no fear as 
to the justification for the bill. The bill 
is its own best defense and vindication. 
Before two years have passed it will have 
added to the taxable area of the State 
lands more than capable of payin^every 
cent of the outlay, and it will at the same 
time have given stability and enhanced 
value to every acre in the valley. There 
can be no excuse for failure to enact it into 
law, but those who vote for it, and the 
party accountable for its passage, will have 
abundant reason to congratulate them­ 
selves upon their performance of a duty 
which is also a benefaction. We trust that 
the bill will pass the Senate with few or 
no changes, and that it will be placed in 
the hands of the Governor in ample time 
to receive his signature. 


Denis Kearney. Such epochal events it is 
given to few men to experience, and the 
number of men fitted by nature to ap­ 
preciate and enjoy them is—shall we 
venture to say fortunately?—small. 


WHAT A DISAPPOINTMENT. 
The public have been gravely informed 
that John Swinton of New York has 
seen proper to decline a nomination for the 
Presidency of the United States, tendered 
him by Denis Kearney of San Francisco, 
and ¿half a dozen Socialists of St. Louis, 
Chicago, Cincinnati and Detroit, on the 
ground that he wa3 not born in this coun­ 
try. 
This is perhaps the first time Mr. 
John Swinton and his peculiar friends have 
thought it necessary to pay any respect to 
that effete instrument, the Constitution of 
the United States, and we confess that the 
incident surprises us. It would have been 
just as easy for Mr. Swinton to declare 
that he proposed to abolish the obnoxious 
provision, and to have accepted the nomi­ 
nation and made the isssue squarely, and in 
that case there would have been an element 
of fun added to the campaign which we now 
fear it will lack. Mr. John Swinton is 
not well known to the people, but he is 
greatly admired by that celebrated patriot 
and reformer, Mr. Justus Schwab, and his 
harangues at Union and Tompkins Square 
have for several years been looked upon as 
models of communistic eloquence by the 
foreign and heterochite element which fills 
Mr. Schwab’s beer cellar and consumes his 
Limbnrger and pretzels. 
Mr. Swinton 
must feel proud of the offer which has been 
made him, and especially proud of the 
homage paid him by that noble enthusiast 


A DARK CONSPIRACY. 
We certainly should not have been in­ 
clined to suspect that staid and conserva­ 
tive citizen, Assemblyman McIntosh, of 
San Joaquin, of a desire to plot against the 
community at present honored by his 
residence, and yet we can only view the 
bill he introduced on Saturday as the de­ 
velopment of a dark conspiracy. The bill 
provides, as described in our legislative re­ 
port, “ that no action shall be brought by 
“ any hotel or lodging-housc-keeper to re- 
“ cover anything of value in payment of 
“ indebtedness for the necessaries of life 
“ from any member of the Legislature in- 
“ curred after the time for which they 
“ shall receive pay expires.” It is at once 
apparent that Mr. McIntosh seek3 to im­ 
pose upon the people of Sacramento the en­ 
tire burden of an extra session. This is 
special legislation, it is unconstitutional, 
and it is malicious. W hat have the hotel 
aud boarding-house keepers of Sacramento 
done to Mr. McIntosh, that he should thus 
endeavor to compel them to support the 
Legislature indefinitely ? And what guar­ 
antee is he prepared to give that the Legis­ 
lature would ever adjourn if it were thus 
provided with free board? Unless, indeed, 
the accepted meaning of the “ necessaries 
of life” wenfheld to exclude whisky, it is 
very certain that the passage of this bill 
would fasten the bulk of the Legislature 
upon our hotels in permanence, and this 
would be an inllietiou against which not 
only the hotel and boarding-house keepers, 
but the whole community, would justly 
protest. We are really surprised at Mr. 
McIntosh. 


THE SEA FIGHT AT ARICA 
The war between Chile and Peru has 
afforded some instructive episodes in naval 
attack and defense. 'The last example 
given is the forcing of the blockade of 
Arica by the corvette Union, which vessel 
is said to have maintained a seven hours’ 
combat with the Huascar aud another 
Chilean ironclad, and finally, after dis­ 
charging the whole of her cargo of arms 
and ammunition during the fight, to have 
beaten tliein off. It is suggested that the 
Union must have been assisted by the 
monitor Manco Capac, and by the shore 
batteries, aud probably this was the case, 
but in any event the result of the action 
would seem to show that the Huascar and 
her armed consort are not capable of 
maintaining themselves even against 
an unarmored antagonist provided with 
heavier guns than their own. 
Of 
course in the absence of details we cannot 
say what amount of assistance the Peruvian 
monitor rendered during the engagement, 
but it is evident from the general tenor of 
the dispatch that the weight of the action 
lay upon the Union, and that it is regarded 
as her victory. The actual capabilities of 
most of the armored ships of the period are 
so doubtful, owing to the absence of oppor­ 
tunities to test them practically, that the 
slightest illustration of relative fighting 
powers is welcome and valuable. So far 
the Soutli American war appears to lead 
toward the conclusion that too much reli­ 
ance has been placed upon armor hitherto, 
and that the really vital question is one of 
guns. 


THE STATE UNI7ERSITY. 
Reply to the Criticism of the College of 
A griculture. 
E ds. Record-Unios : It isa pity that those 
who undertake to enlighten the public concern­ 
ing the University donot first make themselves 
throughly acquainted witli the institution. 
Nearly the only answer the friends of the in­ 
stitution have hitherto made to adverse criti­ 
cism has been the invitation “ to come and 
see.” Those who have accepted this invita­ 
tion, and have examined for themselves, have 
been more than satisfied. These reflections 
have been suggested by an article lately pub­ 
lished in a San Francisco journal. We do 
not intend making any elaborate defense of 
the University, but desire to correct two 
errors, which stem to be widespread. 
1. The writer states that four or five years 
ago the number of students was 250 ; now, 
only 150. The natural inference from this 
statement is, that about 1875 the number of 
students reached the highest point, and has 
declined steadily ever since. Now, inspec­ 
tion of the register shows that in 1875 the 
number of students was 231 ; in 1870, 310 ; 
in 1877, 305; in 1878, 318; in 1879, 332. 
The register for 1880 is not yet out, but we 
learu by inquiry that the number is 207. 
These figures give the actual number in con­ 
nection with the University during the 
session. The number in actual attendance at 
any one moment is less by about 40 or 50, 
the others being mostly on leave of absence, 
for various reasons. It is seen, then, that so 
far as numbers may be taken as au evidence 
of success, the University culminated in 1879, 
during the administration of its present 
head. Surely the causes of the decline dur­ 
ing the present year are obvious enough 
without charging it to mismanagement. We 
would only mention hard times, elevation of 
the standard of admission, and loss by dis­ 
cipline, as among them. 
2» The writer says the Agricultural 
College is a ninth—that it is not a college at all, 
but only a department. Is there anything 
peculiar about the status of the Agricultural 
College in this respect ? Chemistry is a de­ 
partment. Is che College of Chemistry there­ 
fore a myth ? Classics and English literature 
are departments. Is the College of Letters 
therefore a myth? Mining, mechanic arts 
and engineering are each departments. Are 
the Colleges of Mining, Mechanic Arts and 
Engineering therefore myths? They all stand 
on the same footing in this respect. There 
seems to be some perverse misunderstanding 
here. Agriculture is a department, it is true, 
but it is the central department around which 
all the other departments of this college clus­ 
ter and to which they are subsidiary. Classics 
also is a department, b'it it is the central de-l 
partment of a group of subsidiary depart­ 
ments ; and so of all the other colleges. A 
reference agaiu to the register shows that the 
Agricultural College, besides its character­ 
istic department of agriculture, consists also 
of the departments of geology, natural his­ 
tory, chemistry, physics, engineering and 
surveying and mathematics, and that the 
students in this college are instructed also in 
English literature, history and modern lan­ 
guages. Are not all these absolutely neces­ 
sary for a graduate in an Agricultural Col­ 
lege, if agriculture is ever to be regarded as a 
lil-eral profession and not a routine trade! 
There is but one tenable ground of criticism 
on all the techni :al colleges. It is that the 
strictly practical or technical part is not suf­ 
ficiently prominent. None are more willing 
to acknowledge this than the friends of 
the University. But how is this to be rem­ 
edied? Surely not by emasculating the 
general scientific and literary culture, for 
this forms the very basis of all scientific agri­ 
culture, and of all high and influential posi­ 
tion in society. To destroy the completeness 
of the general course, in order to increase the 
time devoted to technics, would be at once to 
degtade these colleges to trade schools, and to 
degrade these professions below the level of 
liberal professions. The only method of meet­ 
ing this want is the addition of post-graduate 
courses, and additional means for carrying 
these on. 
As to the small number of students in the 
Agricultural College, as compared with some 
others, the cause of this does not lie in the 
college itself, for it is certainly conducted 
with eminent ability, but outside of the col­ 
lege. It is because each individual farmer 
desires his own son, or his son himself desires, 
to follow some other profession. There are 
many reasonB for this. One is the sad fact 
that agriculture as a calling is not appreciated 
as it ought, to be. Another reason is that 
agricultural knowledge has no value in the 
market as expert knowledge. One must have 
the cauital as well as the knowledge in order 
to make any use of it. It is not paid for by 
capitalists in the same way as expert knowl­ 
edge in other departments.

The Severance M ystery in .Marin ( nnnly. 
San F rancisco, April 5th.—1The mysteri­ 
ous disappearance of C. P. Severance, who 
for over six years has resided on the Throck­ 
morton ranch, in Marin county, six miles 
from Saucelito, is reported. The missing man 
aud his Chinese cook were the sole occupants 
of the ranchería. All-. Severance on Thurs­ 
day and Friday had been making the usual 
monthly collections, which averaged §1,590. 
On Friday night he stopped at a house two 
miles out of Saucelito, on his way home, and 
since then has not been seen by a living soul 
other than lift cook. This Chinaman, who is 
in jail at Saucelito, says that the missing 
man got home at dusk, ate his supper and 
went to bed. In the morning the Chinaman 
entered Mr. Severance’s room, but be was 
not there, nor could he be found anywhere. 
The Chinaman theu started for Saucelito to 
come to this city to give Mr. Throckmorton 
the news, but missed the boat and was ar­ 
rested. The disappearance was first reported 
by a neighbor, who ou Saturday evening 
found the Throckmorton coivs iu great dis­ 
tress, not having been milked. The well on 
the premises has been sounded. Something 
has been felt at the bottom which may prove 
to he the body of the missing man. Detect­ 
ives from this city and bloodhounds from San 
Quentin have been sent to the ranch to dis­ 
cover tracts of Severance. Mr. Severance’s 
father does not believe that his assassins, if 
such there be, obtained anymouey, as his son 
told him that he always planted his money 
before he came home. The impression pre­ 
vails iu Saucelito that Mr. Severance has 
been murdered. 
AH LUNG’S STORY—OTHER ARRESTS. 
Saccelito, April 5th. —Ah Lung wasbrought 
to the ranch this uiorning, and when pressed 
told an entirely different story from his first 
uarration, saying that on Friday, during Mr. 
Severance’s absence, he had been visited by a 
Portuguese named Antoue, who lived a short 
distance from the house, and asked to associ­ 
ate with him in a scheme to rob and murder 
his master. To this proposition Ah Lung 
had replied: “ Mr. Severance good man ; me 
likee him ; no w-ant to kill him ; ’spuse we 
kill him, Mr. Throckmorton find out and 
make me heap trouble.” To this Antone had 
res|xinded by saying that he would give him 
§600 if he would join with him iu committing 
the deed ; that he need not be afraid of dis­ 
covery, as lie had been troubled by Severance 
long enough, and would bury him where no­ 
body could find him. After threatening the 
Chinaman with his vengeance if he divulged 
the terrible secret, the Portuguese de­ 
parted, and All Lung saw his master no 
more. That evening },e went to bed sick, 
and after hearing four or five gunshots out­ 
side was visited in his room by Antone, who 
handed him S220 and told him that lie 
would give him the remainder of the §000 iu 
a few days. The only explanation of Antone’s 
anger is a difficulty which occurred between 
him aud Severance some two years ago, in 
consequence of his shooting a valuable dog 
belonging to the latter. 
Antone, who w*as arrested to-day, is not at 
all ferocious of aspect. He laughs at the 
Chinaman’s story, aud denies all connection 
with the deed. He says that he saw lights in 
Severance’s house about 8 o’clock on Friday 
evening, and also saw him feeding his calves. 
Two or three other Portuguese living near by 
assert their w illingness tosw-ear that they saw 
lights in the house as late as 8 o'clock. 
Ah Wy, a Chinese cook iu the employ of 
Mrs. Dr. Cushing, whose place is not far 
from that of Severance, was at rested to-day, 
iu consequence of his suspicious haste to go 
to San Francisco. 
Ah Lung has as yet been unable to find the 
§220 which lie said he had hidden iu Sauce- 
lito.The only evidences which account in any 
way for the mode of Mr. Severance’s death 
are a bloody ax found near the hen-house, 
which the Chinaman says he used for chop­ 
ping off the’ heads of fowls, and a heap of 
ashes beneath the wood in an old-fashioned 
fireplace in the sitting-room, which suggests 
the possibility of the missing man’s crema­ 
tion. A host of conflicting theories are ad­ 
vanced by the excited inhabitants of this 
burgh, but while the affair is still enshrouded 
in the densest mystery, it is likely that some 
intensely interesting developments wiil be 
made to-morrow. _______

Politics in tlic W rbfoot Stale. 
P o rtla n d , April 5th.—Both political par­ 
ties in this State are making active prepara­ 
tions for the approaching campaign. 
The Democratic State Convention will 
meet at Albany on the 7th inst. A number 
of delegates are now in the city eu route to 
that place. Comment on presidential candi­ 
dates is rife, and a Field boom is being 
worked up ; but the delegates to the National 
Convention will probably go uninstructed. 
It is difficult to tell which is the favorite 
among the Oregon Democrats, Tilden, Bay­ 
ard, Seymour or Field. It is reported that 
Whiteaker, the present Congressman, will 
decline renomination. If he does, there wiil 
be a squabble for the place, though it is said 
lie will be forced to accept. He is probably 
as strong a man as liis party could run ill the 
State. 
The Republican State Convention meets in 
Portland April 21st. Among its prominent 
candidates for Congress are Hon. R. Mallory, 
United States District Attorney, and State 
Senator M. C. George. Either would fill the 
place ably, but Mallory would make a more 
vigorous and telling campaign. Inasmuch as 
no United States Senator is to be elected by 
the next Legislature, the contest for seats in 
that body will not be so warm, except in 
counties where State Senators are to be 
chosen, who will hold over till 1882, when a 
successor to Senator Grover will he elected. 
The Democratic party is not harmonious, 
there being two well-defined factions in 
almost every county, one faction favoring 
Governor Thayer aud the present State ad­ 
ministration, the other opposing and adhering 
to the fortunes of the present Senator and 
late Governor, I.. F. Grover. The Thayer 
party is believed to have a majority of dele­ 
gates to the State Convention, but it is 
doubtful if they can rely upon the rank and 
file of the party to indorse all they do. 
Some rumors are afloat that if Wliiteaker 
persists in declining, the Democrats will 
nominate ex-Senator Nesmith for Congress, 
but he states that under no circumstances 
will he be a candidate. 
The Republicans are sanguine that they 
can carry the State for Congress in June and 
for President in November, if the Chicago 
Convention nominates Blaine, Washburne, 
Edmunds or any other of the prominent 
candidates except Grant. Prom all indica­ 
tions it is safe to predict a hotly contested 
election in Oregon, both in June aud Novem­ 
ber.

SOME GOSSIP. 


KATE HEATH TALKS AEOUT GOING TO 
HEAVEN, SINGING AND EASIER. 


The . Story of a Skipped H usband—A No­ 
torious W oman, and Tw enty 
Children. 


S an F ran cisco , M arch 31, 1SS0. 
Tho glories of Easter still overwhelm 
tne. I yet seem prostrated before the 
crosses and the crowns of flowers, and the 
singing I heard seems yet ringing in my 
ears. Never saw I snch a wealth of the 
pure in decoration as at Grace Cathedral: 
lilies and ferns wound up the pillars, 
arches bent over the aisles, and the altar 
lay among blossoms and vines. The sweet­ 
est of voices stole out somewhere from 
among it all, and into my heart crept the 
calm of the church. And theu I went 
away down to Trinity, and there again 
was Easter, and the voice singing just like 
the one I shall have in the great heaven to 
siDg my happiness in. That is a sweet 
thought of heaven : To be able to sing all 
joy and all love like a bird. Just now, 
once and again, the thought is all right, 
and the great longing to sing is there, and 
tiie song wells up to the lips, but ah ! God 
keeps the voice for heaven. But it is 
pleasant to think some time I shall find 
that voice, and with it I shall make the 
melodies of my soul sweeter than the 
sounds of harps together. I knew an old 
woman once who could not sing a note, 
she could not even murmur a lullaby over 
her children, and it was the cross she had 
to carry in this world. When she was at 
home they were a large family of girls, 
and 
ALL MUSICAL 
Except herself. 
When they were alone, 
sometimes in the middle of the chorus 
there stole iu a harsh undertone, aud they 
knew it was Jane trying to sing. In her 
desperation she learned the words of every 
hymn, and there she would stand saying 
them over with her lips, and once in the 
while startling the air with that harsh, 
grating attempt at the tune. And yet 
that woman iu her soul has the. sweetest 
song that a woman ever sung. It was 
Mrs. Tippett singing at Trinity, the bell 
in her tone, as usual, clear and firm, ring­ 
ing and swinging like the echoes of a 
chime. One of our high-priced dentists 
has lately brought suit against Mrs. Tip­ 
pett, and it transpires that he presented to 
her a bill of uearly §1,000 for dentistry. 
It seems enormous, and at that rate one 
could better afford false teeth and done 
with it. 
Down at Calvary there was 
little decoration and it seemed like 
home singing when the congregation 
joined heartily into Pleyal’s hymn. 
A couple of little girls just behind me 
piped iu shrilly, aud an old woman’s 
quaver came from somewhere. The con­ 
gregation swept along like a wave after 
the choir, half a beat behind time, 
and yet, with all the voices that never were 
strung to tune with each other, it seemed, 
somehow, like the right sort of singing. 
The soprano was a thin, spirituelle woman, 
and I loved to watch her lace as she sang, 
which I could easily do, as the choir at 
Calvary stand in full view. She is Mrs. 
Cowan, or, as she is better known to all 
Mills’ Seminary girls, Safa Tate. There 
are two other girls of the same seminary 
whose voices I remember- that of Miss 
Ella, daughter of Dr. Glenn, and a tall, 
darked, auburu-haired youpg lady from 
San Jose, whose name escapes me just 
pow, but whose singing was su^nnagnificent 
that it rolls through my memory yet. It 
is worth while to hear the singing of 
A CHORUS 
Of boys at St. Albans, their young voices 
seem so worshipful and fresh, and they have 
a plaintive note as well. There is a Welsh 
congregation here which one who loves to 
wander about might delight to visit. A 
strange air seems to float about when that 
odd, unknown language begins, and one 
looks at this face and that, to see if any 
one really understands these words so dis­ 
tant from our every-day conversation. It 
is like a gleam from foreign AY ales to sit 
there and listen. At the First Congrega­ 
tional Church in the evening there was 
the usual Easter praise service. 
It is a 
very large and handsome church, with a 
spreading gallery, and an arched and 
frescoed roof that opens away to a lofty 
Light. There was a vast congregation iu 
attendance ; people kept coming and com­ 
ing, and finally every seat was full, even 
way back into the farthest niche of the 
gallery. 
Then what a sight it was to 
glance along the tossing sea of heads, to 
hear the whispers that ran like a sigh 
through the pews, and finally to listen to the 
first drone of the organ, like the roll and 
tattoo of a drum confined, ere it burst into 
its full tiile of sound. Around the Bible- 
desk was a row of the heavily-fragrant 
China lilies, and above it lay thick clusters 
of the pink, feathery blossoms of the wild 
currant. Below and in front of the desk 
what looked like three large flowers proved 
to be made of lone, tongue-shaped red 
leaves laid together lily form and sent in 
by Mrs. Stone. The flowers at this church 
are always arranged by Mrs. Marble, who 
is a sister to Mrs. Blaine, the candidate 
for lady of the White House, and cousin 
to the stormy Gail. Mrs. Stetson, the 
modest contralto of the choir, sang the of­ 
fertory, accompanied by the French horn, 
and she always looks so good, so whole- 
souled, such a mother woman. The great 
attraction of the evening, however, was 
THE SOLO 
By Miss Annis Montague, whom you have 
lately heard in Sacramento, and through 
that great church her voice swelled so rich 
that it seemed as if it rose upon the ear. 
Miss Montague is an encouragement to am­ 
bitious girls. I have a letter written me 
long ago by a schoolmate who desired to 
make something of herself in singing. One 
passage of the letter reads: “ Oh! Kate, 
if I could only do something, make some­ 
thing of myself ! 1 feel every day hoV I 
waste mv time, and I hate myself because 
I do no compel opportunity. See my 
friend Mary Cook ! She is in Europe, hav­ 
ing finished her musical course, has had a 
trial, been pronounced a success, and will 
now commence the career she has earned.” 
The longing in this passage may perhaps 
find an echo where my letter reaches. 
Miss Mary Cook came from the Sandwich 
Islands, of good, staunch, missionary 
stock, who looked upon the stage with 
horror. Reaching San Francisco, she was 
received by church people, visiting at 
the house of Deacon Benchley on 
California street, and pleasing all who 
heard her singing. It is there I next hear 
of her singing duets with another friend. 
Her aspirations, in spite of her family, were 
already turned toward a professional ca­ 
reer, and her decision was finally made, in 
the face of strenuous opposition, to go to 
Europe and study music. 
And yet where 
was the money to come from ? Assuming 
the name of Annis Montague, two family 
names, she borrowed means from an uncle, 
whom she found willing, went to Europe, 
studied hard, made a debut, succeeded, 
and now returns to America, ready to work 
harder than ever. 
Her family have been 
compelled to admire the firmness and 
wealth of character she has displayed, and 
are probably not ashamed that this operatic 
branch should have sprung from the mis­ 
sionary tree. 
Miss Montague, after she 
has canceled the debt to her uncle, will 
probably marry Mr. Turner. 
At present 
she is visiting the family of Mr. Severance, 
Consul for the Hawaiian Kingdom. Wiien 
she had finished her solo on Sunday night, 
there was a hush, and then a little mur­ 
mur of repressed applause, and then the 
usual decorous church quiet. 
THE STORY OF A SKIPPED HUSBAND. 
Indirectly connected with the people of 
this same church is another woman of op­ 
posite character, a Mrs. Sargent, of Spanish 
blood, who is now in New York attempt­ 
ing to engineer into that city those “ in­ 
dustrious little brown men,” the Chinese. 
She gives a wonderful report of herself to 
the papers there. She married a duke, 
she has had twenty children, she was the 
intimate friend and correspondent of the 
Frince of \Vale3, and she finally married 
Timothy Sargent, a wealthy man of San 
Francisco. She boasts that her twenty 
children were no trouble to her, and I can 
well imagine it when seventeen of them 
are dead and there are but three living to 


tell the tale. In her account of husbands 
she skips one, the son of a San Francisco 
minister. There was not one of us but 
knew Ned—a wild, frank, free and gen­ 
erous boy, the pride and solicitude of his 
parents and the admiration of many pairs 
of bright eyes. Many rhymes have been 
fiung abroad iu praise of “ women, wine 
and song,” and many more yet tangle 
themselves in the brains of just such boys. 
This boy wa3 no exception and his friends 
trembled as well they might. But there 
¡3 this good tiling about him : He fell 
honestly in love with a woman and married 
her, with a nobility of intention aud a 
straightforwardness and openness that was 
grievously touching. But, alas ! the wom­ 
an was unworthy. .She had-taken a boy 
and fascinated him, and woven her toils 
about him anil married him with a pur­ 
pose. She thought his family would be 
compelled to acknowledge her, and that 
she would follow them iuto society. She 
brought him rm the Sunday morning fol­ 
lowing their weddiDg into church, uuder 
the shadow of his own father’s pulpit, and 
a rustle of indignation went up through 
the congregation at this outrageous brava­ 
do. In a lace shawl aud a silk dress with a 
long train, and with her eyes modestly 
cast down, she swept by me up the aisle, a 
handsome woman, many years older than 
the boy husband, whose blue eyes shone 
with pride as he walked by her side. The 
father in the pulpit looked ready to sink 
with shame, aud his voice shook with emo­ 
tion as he rose to read the hymn ; but the 
son looked round so proud to have married 
this magnificent woman, who had cast 
such a glamour round herself that she 
seemed to him the best and truest woman 
in the world. 
THEY' NEVER CAME 
To church again. Sfye was not received by 
the church, the family or society, and in six 
weeks’ time she contemptuously tossed out 
of her arms tlie boy she had gathered into 
them, and someone else saw fit to marry 
her by and,by. Overcome with mortifica­ 
tion, the boy she had fooled went down to 
Texas and stayed two years, pulling up 
courage to face the world again, and after 
malaria had seized him he returned home. 
But he had passed through the fiery furnace: 
the trial had purified; hisold, wild, dissipated 
ways were shaken off aud he was ready to 
be a man. Alas ! the seeds of the malaria 
planted in his system soon sprung iuto new 
life, and we hail hardly greeted him until 
he was dead—repentant, sad and sorry ere 
he died. People laugh and shake their 
heads merrily when they say, “ boys will 
be boys,” but there never yet ivas a night 
of dissipation but scored one on the char­ 
acter.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


BOARD OF CITY TRUSTEES. 
The Board of City Trustees met yesterday 
with all the members present. 
John A. Cunningham, Chief Engineer of 
the Water Works, reported that during the 
past week the total number of gallons of 
water pumped was 8,394,930, and the amount 
of fuel consumed was 3d cords of cottonwood. 
Monthly reports were received from X. A. 
Kidder, Harbormaster; W. C. Farnsworth, 
Superintendent of City Cemeteries ; P. iiran- 
nigan, Poundmaster ; 11. D. Scriver, Clerk of 
the Water Works, and E. M. Stevens, Chief 
of Police. Also the quarterly report of W. 
<'. Farnsworth and tne annual report of 11. 
Id. Scriver. The bonds of city officers were 
approved. 
J. H. Miller, Secretary of the Street Rail­ 
way Company, requested that, as the grade of 
O street is to be raised above the tracks, he 
should be allowed to run an omnibus from 
Third and K streets to Tenth and O streets, 
instead of the street car. The matter was 
referred to the Street Commissioner. 
L). JJeBernardi was granted permission to 
move his frame building ten feet from its 
present location on L street, between Eighth 
and Ninth. Henry Fisher was granted per­ 
mission to raise his building fourteen feet 
above its present position, in the alley be­ 
tween J and K, Fifth and Sixth streets. 
A remonstrance was tiled by some of the 
property-owners residing between K, L, 
Fifth and Sixth streets, agaiust the establish­ 
ment of a lumber yard in that locality, aud 
the matter was reterred to the President of 
the Board. 
Owing to the recent rains the awarding of 
contracts for street sprinkling was postponed 
until Monday, April 12th. 
Complaint was made to the Board that 
water from the fire plugs had gathered in a 
pool at the foot of R-street levee, between 
Third and Fourth, and asking that the place 
be filled up. The matter was referred to the 
Street Commissioner. 
A communication was received from A. J. 
Hopper asking for his appointment as expert 
to examine the accounts of city officials for 
the past fiscal year, and, on motion, he was 
apfxúnted at a compensation not to exceed 
-8250. 
_ 
A proposition was received from W. T. 
Collier of Napa for applying a system of ven­ 
tilating sewers to the Sacramento sewers. It 
was referred to the Street Commissioner. 
Paschal H. Coggins, Justice of the Peace, 
notified the Board that owing to changes in 
the law Justices of the Peace hai become city 
officers, and were required to pay their fees 
into the city treasury; also that the city was 
required to pay a salary of §2,000 per annum 
to each Justice and furnish them with offices. 
For the purpose of bringing it before the 
Board, he made a demand Tor office rent. 
The matter was referred to Mayor Turner. 
The Board adjourned after allowing the 
following bills : H. A. Weaver, §8 50 ; Ben.

In 
the matter of the petition of residents of Elk 
Grove School District, asking the Board to 
divide the district, the petition was granted, 
and the new district was formed under the 
name of “ Victory ” School District, and the 
division was established on the range line 
between townships 5 and 6 and commencing 
at the northwest corner of section 7, town­ 
ship 6, range 0, and running north to the 
southwest corner of section 19, thence east 
1 mile, thence south 3 miles, thence 
west 1 mile to the place of beginning. The 
Board then adjourned until this morning.

Some Account of the Fine M achinery 
Being constructed at the Rail­ 
road Shops. 
It has already been stated that the Central 
Pacific Railroad Company is having con­ 
structed two large stern-wheeled steamers for 
the navigation of the Sacramento river, of 
such build and capacity as to be able to ac­ 
complish tripB from San Francisco to this 
city when the river is at its lowest stage. 
The entire machinery for these boats is being 
constructed at the machine-shops of this 
company in Sacramento, and is of such a 
character—beiig novel in several respects 
and introducing some new applications of 
mechanical principles—that a detailed de­ 
scription will be found of interest. The ma­ 
chinery has reached such an advanced stage 
of construction that it may now be viewed at 
the shops and a very clear idea gained of its 
character. 
Each of the two boats will be one hundred 
and ninety feet in length and forty feet beam. 
They will each draw three feet of water, 
light. Each wheel will he twenty-three feet 
in diameter and twenty-six feet on the face, 
and thus each one will be equal to two sjde 
wheels of dimensions usual for boats of 500 
tons. Each lioat will carry two engines, each 
engine being thirty-two-incli bore with eight 
feet of stroke. They are slide-valve engines 
with independent cut-otfs, link reversing gear 
and main valves and cut-offs worked by 
cams. 
They have surface condensers, 
twenty-inch circulating pumps and twen­ 
ty-inch air pumps of 
twenty - inch 
stroke. 
Each of the shafts are forged 
in two pieces and bolted in the center by 
flanges forged! upon the shafts. There are 
two 27-foot tubular boilers to each boat, with 
60-inch by 10-foot furnaces aud 93 3-inch and 
16-foot tubes. There is a connecting steam 
chimney and drum to each pair of boilers, 
the steam being taken from the chimney to 
the engines. There are also two water tanks 
of 15 feet length aud 16 inches in diameter. 
The stacks are 48 inches in diameter and 32 
feet long. The two condensers for each pair 
are each 48 inches in diameter by 12 feet in 
length. The boiler and tank work, drums, 
furnaces, etc., are all of Otis steel, and in 
every part the best possible material has been 
used, and neither pains nor expense have been 
spared to make the work of the highest char­ 
acter known to the art, and the skilled work­ 
men are unanimous in pronouncing it work 
that cannot be surpassed. .Strength and 
effectiveness, with least possible weight con­ 
sistent with power and security, has been 
aimed at in all the machinery. 
The wheel fianges are made of steel boiler 
plate, and are 57 inches in diameter. These 
ilauges are corrugated, and each arm sets into 
a corrugation, and is riveted between, the 
hubs being of wrought iron, where they are 
usually cast. They weigh greatly less than 
if of cast-iron, and are of course of greater 
strength. The bolts used in the flanges and 
hubs are of steel and set in cold. 
The pitmans, like nearly all the work, are 
of wrought-iron, and are novel in construc­ 
tion. They are the first ever made in this 
style. Each pitman is 32 feet in length, two 
inches thick, and 16 inches in diameter at the 
center with a taper to either end. They are 
the finest specimens of hammer work ever 
turned out of the shops on such a large scale, 
and are so complete as to need no finishing 
tool. The blacksmithing department has 
every reason to be especially proud 
of this work. 
As they came from 
the 
forge 
each 
one 
weighed 
two 
thousand four hundred pounds. Ordinarily 
pitmans are made of wood and braced with 
rods and straps of iron, kept taut by screw 
and nut. Those of that style are necessarily 
of great weight and are buiky, in order to se­ 
cure the desired strength. The pitmans un­ 
der notice, however, have greater strength 
than those of the old style, and are yet much 
lighter. From the forge they were taken to 
the machine-shop, where 6-inch holes were 
bored nearly the whole length, with 2-inch 
spaces between. A channel was then sunk 
one-quarter of an inch on each side 
the pitman, along the line of the 
holes. 
The cutting - out reduced the 
weight 500 pounds. 
The best steel T 
rails were then taken aud dressed off until 
only the web, without lips, and the flange 
were left. Ou either side of each pitman one 
of these rails is bolted in a channel, making a 
brace 4.1 by 41 inches, and giving a thickness 
of truss to each pitman of over ten inches. 
These trusses restore the weight to the orig­ 
inal figure, but there has been by the opera­ 
tion a vast gain in strength without a pound 
of addition in weight. It will be seen that 
when the pitman is in place, it will be impos­ 
sible to make it give way without spring­ 
ing 
a 
truss 
upon one 
side 
and 
upsetting 
that 
upon 
the 
opposite 
side. These new pitmans, complete, weigh, 
as stated, 2,400 pounds each, while wooden 
ones would kick the beam at the 3,800 pound 
mark. 
Thus 1,400 pounds of weight is 
saved, and a strength secured of which no 
wooden rod that could be made serviceable is 
capable. Of course such machinery as de­ 
scribed costs more than the old style, but 
when the life of a boat is taken into consid­ 
eration, aud the gain to that life by reason of 
lightness of machinery is duly credited, it 
will be readily admitted that Master Me­ 
chanic Stevens is correct in his views of what 
is true economy in the construction of such 
machines. To show how completely there 
has been an adherence to this plan of work, 
it may be added that tb» bed plates of the 
engines, nearly always of cast iron, are in 
these engines wrought, costing considerably 
more than if cast, but being lighter and more 
economical in consequence. 
The boats are now nearly ready for launch­ 
ing, and will soon receive their engines. The 
first pair will be sent down in about two 
weeks. Each eDgine is to be set up here 
completely and then taken down aud shipped, 
so that the setting up again may be done with 
the utmost rapidity and ease. The engines 
will he of about 1,000 horse power. The 
boats will ply between San Francisco and 
Sacramento, and will have a maximum ca­ 
pacity of about 500 tons. They are intended 
for freight exclusively, but will probably be 
finished up to accommodate a small number 
of passengers, though this has not entered 
into the plan of their construction. The' 
boilers, engines and all accessories are now in 
rapid process of construction at the shops, 
and excite the admiration of all who have a 
knowledge of machinery and of iron working, 
who have examined them. 


POLICE COMMISSIONERS — ELECTION OF 
OFFICERS POSTPONED. 
The Board of Police Commissioners met at 
the City Hall at 1 o’clock yesterday after­ 
noon. It was understood that the election of 
officers would take place, and this served to 
fill the hall with applicants and interested 
parties. 
« 
All the members of the Board were pres­ 
ent, and after Mayor Turner had called the 
meeting to order, Chief Kareher arose and 
taid ; 
As we have agreed to appoint eleven men, 
I move that the appointments be made for 
one year, in the hope that some provision will 
by that time be made for an increased force. 
Judge Henry said he was not prepared to 
vote on such a proposition, and did not care 
to undergo the ordeal again in so short a 
time. Unless some good reasons .for such 
action were given he would oppose it. 
Chief Kareher replied that he hoped that 
next year a sum sufficient for an extra force 
would be allowed, and that then they would 
want another election. 
Judge Henry said that the force should be 
elected, and if at the end of the year it were 
increased only the extra men need be elected. 
Chief Kareher said that Sacramento in one 
year would demand twenty-five officers. Oak­ 
land, with hut few more inhabitants, «had 
thirty-seven officers. To increase the number 
to twenty-five officers would require a special 
Act of the Legislature, and then those in 
office at that time could demand and keep 
{daces whether they were wanted or not, aud 
might demand pay at the present rate though 
the pay of the others may be reduced. 
Mayor Turner said a bill now before the 
Legislature would probably change the whole 
condition of affairs, and Sacramento could 
have no special legislation. There is nothing 
in the law to regulate the time for which offi­ 
cers are appointed by the Board, and they 
had made their own rule fixing it two years. 
Judge Henry made a motion that the Board 
adjourn to meet subject to a call of the ma­ 
jority. Anew question had been sprung and 
he thought the Board should give it some 
consideration. It was the duty of the Board 
to elect the force and to be careful in their 
aetiop9 and they were not prepared to act just 
now. An adjournment for a short time 
would not cause any public injury as the 
present force were doing their duty. 
The motion was seconded by Giiief Kareher 
and the Board adjourned. 
Considerable dissatisfaction at thqj post­ 
ponement was expressed by some of the anx­ 
ious applicants and their friends, who de­ 
clared they would prefer even a knowledge 
of defeat than to be kept in suspense.

Washington, April 5th.—The Pension bill was 
lai«l usidc* on account of the absence of Withers. 
The Vice-President presented a communie»tion 
from the Secretary- of War, showing the necessity of 
an additional appropriation of $205,000 to pay cer­ 
tificates for arrears of pay and bounty due white 
and colored soldiers and their heirs, issued since 
January 1st and to be issued till June, 1880. 
Pendleton presented a petition of Cincinnati typo 
founders against a reduction of duty on type. 
A bill was introduced by Allison to compensate 
the Chicago, Burlington aud Quincy Railroad for 
facilitating the overland mails under agreement; 
also, paying the Burlington, Cedar Rapids and 
Northern Railroad for mail transportation. 
The bill amending Sections 2262 ami 2301 of the 
Revisad Statutes in relation to settlers’ affidavits in 
pre-emption -and commute homestead entrie-i was 
advocated by Teller, and passed, lit permits the 
affidavits required‘by those statutes to be made 
before County Clerks instead of before a Register or 
Receiver of land districts, thus equalizing the pro­ 
visions, in this respect, of the homestead and pre­

W a sh in g t o n, April 5th.—Bills were introduced as 
follows: 
By Davis of Missouri—Requiring the Postmaster- 
General to furnish on the first of each month to 
Congressmen an itemized statement of all mad con­ 
tracts of the preceding month. 
By Chalmers—For the relief of the heirs of col­ 
ored soldiers. 
By Armfield—Abolishing the tax on spirits dis­ 
tilled from apples, peaches, gra;>es anu pears, and 
reducing the tax on grain-distilled spirits to 25 
cents a gallon. 
Manning, rising to a question of privilege, rea l 
an article from a Washington paper of Saturday,, 
respecting the action of Chairman Springer on the 
Donnelly-Washburn case. lie deniid all the pur­ 
ported facts in the article, particularly the state­ 
ment that he had substantiated them. 
Springer ignored the question whether Manning 
had substantiated the facts, and made it a question 
of veracity between Manning and the newspapers, 
lie then stated that he had received an anonymous 
letter, though not signed by “ A Republican,” nor 
wu3 it written by a Republican. He was convinced; 
and always had been, that, the letter was written by 
Donnelly or one of his friends, for the purpose of 
insulting and bulldozing him, because they had 
heard that he (Springer) would not vote in favor of 
Donnelly. He sent to the Clerk’s desk and had 
read a letter from 11. II. Finley, urging him to vote 
for Donnelly, aiul stated that there was a great 
similarity between the writing and the anonymous 
letter. 
He said that Finley called on him the morning he 
returned, bnt was coolly received, and was notified 
that Donnelly would be held responsible for the pub­ 
lication i f the fact of the existence of the anony­ 
mous letter. Donnelly afterwards called on him, 
and asked him whom lie suspected of writing the 
anonymous letter. Springer replied that it was 
writteu by Finley, the handwriting being very simi­ 
lar, as all agreed who had seen it. Donnelly thought 
Finley could not have done it, and attributed it to 
some of Washburn’s friends. 
Springer then reasoned out the probability of Fin­ 
ley’s authorship : “ I said to Donnelly, ‘This letter 
purports to speak in behalf of Tilden, and bears his 
authority to vote the seat to you. 1 do not believe 
Finley has any authority to speak for Tildan ; but if 
he insists that he has authority, 1 want to cell Tilden 
that I am not his man, and that I propose to decide 
this case on the law and facts as I understand them, 
and will not be dictated to by anybody.’ [Applause 
on the Republican side.] That conversation was on 
the 10th of March, and on the next day I received a 
lettter from Finley stating, if he had gone beyond 
bounds in the former letter, he begged leave to re­ 
call it. I paid no attention to either of these letters. 
This is the first time I have made them public.” 
Springer then made some remarks in a feeling 
manner, referring to the article in detail, lie 
stated that Waddell, the reporter who wrote the ar­ 
ticle in question, had told him (Springer) that the 
information contained in it came from Manning. 
He would leave that question of veracity between 
Manning and Waddell. 11c said the following was 
the letter which he received : 
Washington, March 4th. 
Sir: if you will keep Washburn in his seat in 
spite of the Democrats we will pay Mrs. i>. $5,000. 
Get the thing squashed at once. Respectfully. 
Had hy received the letter at home he would 
have Burned it, like all anonymous communications, 
but Mrs. Springer, who always acted as his private 
secretary, receiving it in his absence, did not regard 
iu as an offer to bribe him, but indignantly received 
as an attempt of Donnelly and his friends to in­ 
sult and bulldoze him. Ho subsequently stated the 
case to Dodnelly, declaring that he and his friends 
were responsible for it. He then said that Donuelly 
had betrayed the secret of that letter against his 
promise. Returning home he (Springer) found the 
anonymous letter, along with the following from 
Henry A. Finley, a supporter and friend of Don­ 
nell}, who resides in Minnesota: 
[Confidential.J My Dear Mr. Springer: I have 
heard with a good deal of chagrin that you have 
some doubts as to the expediency of adopting the 
reports of the sub-committee to seat Donnelly. Not 
to do thts will, I know, leave you open to the se­ 
verest criticism, and give a color of truth to the re­ 
ports which Washburn’s friends have most unguard­ 
edly set afloat The importance of the matter, as it 
may develop in regard to the next election of Presi­ 
dent, makes every Democrat anxious to sex; 
the State saved--now that we can legally and 
properly do it—to the Democracy. The whole case 
i.- before our friends in New York, and upon assur­ 
ances which I gathered from what you said to me I 
have told them that the report would be adopted 
and Donnelly would be seated at once. I cannot 
believe that you will now fail to make this good’. 
Among the hundreds of letters w hich come to me, 
there is not one in which the matter has not been 
urged to temptation, when there has becn**a*iy 
mention of it, and it is as much a matter of general 
political interest as any of which they w rite me. I am 
convinced that neither you nor the Democratic 
Congress can afford to disappoint our friends in 
this matter. I am presumed to know, and do know, 
how much weight ought to be given t j paid detract­ 
ors of Donnelly and to mercenary quasi Democratic 
defenders of the Washburn bribery. It is not 
enough that Washburn should be deprived of his 
seat, but that the wishes of voters, legally ex­ 
pressed, should be regarded aiul vindicated, and 
they demand that their chosen representative 
should be seated. To send the matter back to the peo­ 
ple now would be only to invite the investment of a 
large sum of Radical money to be expcr.de^ there,and 
this would be done without stint. The worst ele­ 
ments of the party would be put to work then, and 
the result would be disaster to us. The high char­ 
acter of the members of the sub committee would 
seem to be impugned should the report fail of unan­ 
imous adoption by the Democrats, and I tru9t that 
such is not the case. I still hold the closest and 
most confidential relations to those who are perhaps 
personally to be offended by your decision in this 
matter, and i sp*ak in that capacity when I write 
this, and urge upon you prompt anil decisive action 
in this vital matter ; and I may add that it reaches 
further even than I have intimated, and will both 
immediately and renmtely affect us all beyond what 
can now he apparent to you.
